HISTORY OF 
ZION BAPTIST CHURCH 

Zion members are presently worshipping in a modern renovated brick structure. 
Zion is the oldest church in the Kings Mountain Baptist Association. 

Zion was established in 1816 and is spoken of as the "Mother Church." Members 
from Zion withdrew to become charter members of; Zoar, Shelby First, Double Spr¬ 
ings, New Prospect, New Bethel, Pleasant Grove, Shady Grove, Ross Grove, Union 
and Double Shoals. 

A brush arbor was mentioned as a meeting place before the first church was built 
of logs in 1816. The second, third and fourth buildings were built in 1858, 1883, 
and 1927. The first service was held in the present church in 1953. 

Zion adopted Miss Faye Tunmire as a missionary to serve in the Phillipines in 
1956. 

Zion’s twentieth pastor. Rev. Russell Fitts, came April 1978. During his tenure of 
13 years the Lord has blessed Zion. The church made an agreement with the 
pastor in 1978 to own his home and Mr. and Mrs. D.W. Kiser gave an eight-acre 
tract to build the home. 

In April 1991 Zion broadened its endeavors for missions. Thirteen men traveled 
to Honduras to help complete construction of a missionary couple’s home. 

Zion celebrated 175 years on August 18, 1991. Dr. Wyan Washburn, associa- 
tional historian, was the morning speaker and Dr. Gene Puckett, editor of The 
Biblical Recorder, was guest speaker for the afternoon. 

Rev. Russell Fitts serves as pastor and Miss Falthe Cooper serves as minister of 
music/education/youth. The current membership is 548.

CONSTITUTION 


PREAMBLE 

We the members of Missionary Baptist Churches in the County Cleveland 
Sta^e of North Carolina, and territory adjacent, do hereby propose to establish and 
maintain the principles and rules of order of a district Assoc.at.on m conformity to 
the following plan: 


ARTICLE I NAME 

The name of this body shall be the Kings Mountain Baptist Association.

Section 3: Each church shall elect annually, in addition to the pastor, two (2) 
messengers to the meetings of the Association for each fifty (50) 
members of the church, provided each church shall not have less 
than three (3) nor more than ten (10) messengers. ALONG WITH 
ALL ASSOCIATIONAL OFFICERS, these shall constitute the voting 
body of the Association. The names of the messengers printed In the 
minutes shall include only those in attendance and registering at the 
Associational Meeting. 

ARTICLE V AUTHORITY 

Each church in this Association is independent and sovereign in its own affairs, 
and the Association has no authority over the churches except as provided in this 
Constitution in Article 111, Sections 2 and 3.

By-Law I PARLIAMENTARY RULES 

Robert’s Rules of Order shall be followed as the Association's rules for conduc¬ 
ting its deliberative assemblies, except as the Association prescribes otherwise. 

By-Law II ASSOCIATION YEAR 

The Association Year shall begin October 1 and close September 30. 

By-Law III DUTIES OF OFFICERS 

Section 1: The Moderator shall preside over the meeting of the body 
according to the Constitution and By-Laws, appoint Committee on 
Committees and Committee on Enrollment. He shall be the Chair¬ 
man of the Associational Executive Board and be ex-officio (without 
voting privileges) member of all other committees. Upon comple¬ 
tion of his term of office, the Moderator shall become a member-at- 
large [for two (2) years] of the Missions Committee, Executive Com¬ 
mittee and Executive Board. 

Section 2: The Vice-Moderator shall preside in the absence, or at the pleasure, 
of the Moderator, and shall be the Vice-Chairman of the Executive 
Board, 

Section 3: The Clerk-Treasurer shall send annual report forms to the member 
churches at least a month before the Association's Annual Meeting, 
distribute at the Annual Meeting copies of the digest of these 
reports, and make an accurate record of the proceedings of the 
Association, supervise the printing and distributing of Minutes to 
the member churches, keep on file copies of Minutes, records, and 
other documents of the Association, and shall also serve as 
Secretary of the Executive Board. He shall inform all members 
elected to office or appointed to serve on committees of such action 
He shall receive and bank all funds of the Association in the name of 
the Association: disburse the same upon

The Associational Sunday School should assist church leaders to be 
more effective in their responsibility. This should include: 

1. Provide opportunities for fellowship and inspiration. 

2. Interpret the Sunday School Program. 

3 Train Sunday School leaders. 

4. Consult with Sunday School leaders concerning their program. 

5. Provide organization and leadership for cooperative work 
among the churches. 

Section 7- The Discipleship Training Director shall cooperate with the Dffec- 
tor of Missions in promoting the work of Discipleship Training. This 
officer shall attend Executive Committee meetings, maintain the 
on-going work of Discipleship Training at all times, and give an an¬ 
nual report to the Association. 

Section 8: The Music Director shall provide leadership for the Association in 
session and when requested at other times during the year. T^his of¬ 
ficer shall attend the Executive Committee meetings and offer 
creative plans to this Committee that would promote the work. He 
shall encourage music growth in the churches throughout the year 
and shall make a written report to the Annual meeting. 

Section 9- The Brotherhood Director shall cooperate with the Director of Mis¬ 
sions in promoting the work of men and boys in the churches. The 
officer shall attend the Executive Committee meetings and offer 
creative plans to promote the development of men and boys and an 
awareness of world mission needs. 

Section 10: The Woman’s Missionary Union Director serves on the Executive 
Committee of the Association and works with the Director of ^s- 
sions- leads the WMU Council: confers with our associational WMU 
officers and assists them in their work: leads in providing oppor¬ 
tunities for leaders and members of their church WMUs to have 
fellowship and receive inspiration concerning their mutual mission 
task: leads in interpreting the WMU program to church leaders: 
leads in training church WMU workers and members: consults with 
church leaders concerning initiation of WMU work and the im¬ 
provement of existing work: presides at and plans for associational 
meeting, leads in associational WMU annual planning: leads in 
discovering mission action needs and in coordinating the work be¬ 
ing done: and reports progress of WMU work to the Association and 
serves as contact between the Association and state WMU. 

Section 11- The Director of Media Services shall promote the beginning and 
maintenance of church libraries in the churches: provide training 
opportunities for church librarians: maintain and develop the 
assoeiatlon library: attend Executive Committee mpetings: 
cooperate with the Director of Missions and make an annual teport to 
the Association at its annual session. 

Section 12: The Baptist Youth for Christ Director shall, under the supervision of 
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the Director of Missions, serve as chairman of Youth for Christ Com¬ 
mittee of the Kings Mountain Baptist Association. 

Section 13: The Parliamentarian shall, at the Annual Meeting of the Association, 
rule on all questions of parliamentary procedure which shall arise 
during the sessions. The Parliamentarian shall serve as a resource 
person to the churches and shall, upon request, advise and assist the 
churches on matters of parliamentary procedure. 

Section 14: The Audiovisual Coordinator shall assist all assOciational leadership 
in selection, production and use of audiovisual material. Upon re¬ 
quest, he shall provide similar assistance to individual church 
leaders. He shall provide opportunities for training in the production 
and use of audiovisuals in education, motivation and worship. The 
Audiovisual Coordinator shall work with the librarian in storing, 
cataloging and promoting the use of audiovisual materials equip¬ 
ment. Maintenance of audiovisual equipment is the responsibility of 
the Audiovisual Coordinator. 

Section 15: Vacancies occurring between Annual Sessions shall be filled by the 
Executive Board, except the office of Moderator, in which case the 
Vice-Moderator shall automatically become Moderator. 


By-Law IV DUTIES OF COMMITTEES 

Section 1: THE ORDER OF BUSINESS AND PROGRAM COMMITTEE shall be 
composed of the Moderator, Vice-Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer, 
Associational Music Director, and three (3) other members. It shall 
rotate the place of meeting among the groups of churches with the 
host church determined by the group. It shall recommend the 
preacher and the alternate for the annual sermon. It shall prepare a 
printed program for the Annual Meeting for the Association, which 
shall be sent to all persons on the program and to all pastors at least 
thirty (30) days before the Annual Meeting. It shall, on the opening 
day of the Annual Meeting of the Association, present the printed 
program for adoption and serve through the session when ad¬ 
justments in the order of business become necessary.

SUNDAY SCHOOL REPORT 


I am pleased to report that the Sunday Schools of the Kings Mountain Baptist 
Association have made some progress during the past year. In the area of 
In Average weekly attendance and participation 


enrollment, we have held 
of leaders in training, we have made some significant gains. 


Last year marked our first significant enrollment gain in ten years. This year we 
eannot report a gain, but with two churches not reporting yet, our Sunday School 
enrollment stands at 16,617 - just 3 below last year’s total enrollment. Our 
enrollment in Vacation Bible School increased this year by nearly two hundred. 

There is probably no truer growth indicator in Southern Baptist life than average 
weekly Sunday School attendance, and I gladly report to you a gain among Kings 
Mountain Baptist churches. Our average weekly attendance climbed for the second 
year in a row after four years of steady decline. This year's figure of 8,800 was 155 
higher than the previous year. 

Sunday Sehool training in our association is the charge of the Associational 
Sunday School Improvement Support Team (or ASSlSTeam for short). This year, 
beeause they provided a variety of training events and participated themselves in 
training and planning, your ASSlSTeam was recognized by the Sunday School 
Board as a standard team. 


On March 26, Mike Johnson of First Baptist Shelby led an outreach clinic on 
■'Reaching Out in the Nineties.” Twenty-six persons attended this event, 
representing twelve of our churches. 

On June 11, pastors, Sunday Sehool directors, and others responsible for 
ordering literature were invited to attend a Preview of 1991 Improved Curriculum 
Conference at the association building. Twenty-three attended, representing 
fourteen churches. 

Our largest training event of the year was held at Elizalieth Chureh on 
September 16, 1991. One hundred fifty-three Sunday School leaders from across 
the association attended the Associational Training School to learn about 
improvements in Sunday School literature and new reeommendations for 
organization. Thirty-four of our churches were represented. 

During the year, a total of 179 different persons participated in training events, 
and thirty-eight of our seventy-five churches were represented. My prayer is that 
Kings Mountain Baptist Sunday School leaders will continue to train for the task of 
reaching people with Bible study. The difference between good Sunday Schools 
and poor ones has always been leadership.

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BRIEF HISTORY OF THE 
KINGS MOUNTAIN BAPTIST ASSOCIATION 

On November 7, 1851 the following churches from the Broad River Baptist 
Association met at Double Springs Baptist Church for the purpose of organizing a 
new association: Beaver Dam, Bethel, Boiling Springs, Broad River, Buffalo, 
Double Springs, Mt. Pleasant, Mt. Sinai, New Bethel, Pleasant Hill, Sandy Run, 
Zion, and Zoar. , 

The need for a new association resulted from geographical conditions, me 
boundary of the Broad River Association was so extensive that delegates were 
unable to attend the annual sessions due to swollen rivers and streams. 

The name “Kings Mountain Association" was chosen because its boundary 
included the Kings Mountain battleground, a monument to be remembered by 
every patriot and lover of religious liberty. 

In 1903 the association appointed a committee to establish and endow a 
denomination high school. In 1905, Bolling Springs was chosen as the most 
suitable site by a 15-member Board of Trustees. The Sandy Run Assocition was 
invited to join the Kings Mountain Association in establishing the school. In 1906, 
efforts and plans were begun to raise money for the school and in 1902, the first 
building was erected. The school opened on October 1, 1907 with 135 students. 
The first principal was Professor J.D. Huggins. The school later became known as 
Gardner-Webb College.

During the tenures of Rev. Ludlum and Rev. Bray, the association occupied an 
office in the First Baptist Church, Shelby. In 1949, the association voted to build a 
missionary home on Buffalo Street for the associational missionary. In 1959, the 
association voted that the missionary home be turned into an office building to 
provide space for the associational missionary, secretary, clerk/treasurer and to 
provide conference space for meetings. The home was sold in 1965 and the 
association rented office space in Shelby. 

In 1978. the association called Rev. Bob Davis as Church and Community 
Ministries Director. Rev. Davis served until August 1989 when he went on medical 

Additional staff and growing ministries led the association to build an 
associational complex on Wyke Road in Shelby. In 1981 a dedication service and 
open house was held. 

In 1990, the association called Rev. Charles Reed as the current Church and 
Community Ministries Director. 

Currently the association is made up or 74 member churches with a total church 
membership of 30,615.
